DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 have been examined and are pending. 

Priority 

The examiner recognizes applicant's right to an earlier priority date due to 
application 09/827630 being a continuation in part of 09/580303, which in turn 
claims priority from provisional applications 60/0158491, 60/165094, and 
60/174037. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to securing a plaintext object, classified in class 
713, subclass 165. 

II. Claims 15-19, drawn to securing any type of digital object in a 
content receiver, classified in class 725, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I 
has separate utility such as for the transmission of an encrypted text document to 
a user computer. Invention II has a separate utility such as for the encryption of 
digital cable programming used with a digital cable receiver. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 
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During a telephone interview with Thomas Franklin (303-571-4000) on 
5/20/2005, Mr. Franklin indicated that he would have to further confer with his 
client before deciding a response to the examiner's restriction requirements. 



Specification 

The use of the trademark WebTV on page 2, Java and Active X on page 
12, and Java on p24 have been noted in this application. It should be capitalized 
wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to 
prevent their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as 
trademarks. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On p4, 
lines 5-6, the examiner believes applicant meant to recite "Encryption can be 
used to make the one portion inaccessible" instead of "Decryption...."
